then Generall of the Weſt of Zxgland; and hearing the 
County of Pembroke was much ſtraitned,andin apparent 
danger of being loſt to the cnemy , the well-affefted be- 
ing almoſt quite diſmay'd, having very few friends,many 
irreconcilable enemies, and no one $hip of force belong- 
ing to.the Parliament in their Harbour to ſupport them, 
he ſet ſayle to Milford haves : At whoſe arrivall, the Par- 
laments friends were much encouraged to defend them- 
ſeIves againſt the enemy, who were preparing to come a- 
eainſt them ; and the enemy no leſle diſcouraged and de- 
rcrred. From: thence he ſteered to Ireland, to Admirall 
Swanley,to whom he diſcovered the accetny of the Par- 
liaments friends in Pembrokeſhire, with the advantage that 
might acc1ue to the Patl. intereſt, if he would with any 
of his Ships of War but appeare to countenance and en- 
courage them. Whereupon Admirall Swayley being (eri- 
ouſly affeed therewith, ſent Vice- Admirall Smith with 
Capt. Williams to Milford, where arriving they found 
two men of Warre of the Kings riding in the Harbour, 8: 
threatning fire and ſword to the County, if they did not 
relinquiſh the Parl.* intereſt , and adhere to the Kings, 
both which were taken, v/F. the Fn by Captaine 
Smith,and the Hart Frigot by Capt: Williams , after 24. 
homes fight, to the great hazard of his own'Ship. £ 

Soone after he reduced the Town of Tinby to the obe- 
dience of the Parl. and obliged them to receive a;Garri- 
fon from Mij: Gen: Laughorne,although the town at thac 
time had onely Capt: Wyat and Capt: Gibsand their.rela- 
tions that were inthe ſaid Town, friends to the-Parl. 

All which ſervices,.expences-and hazards were by him 
performed.upon the ſingle {core of Aﬀection ,the having 
received no aſſurance of pay or ſatisfaction from the Par. 
that might or did in any meaſure induce him thereto. 

| Neither 
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Neithet refted he there, but with his Prize taken as a” 
foreſaid, ſayted to the Downes, where appearing to the 
Admirall and his {ervice by Vice- Admirall Sm#h to him 


manifeſted, the ſame was repreſented to the Parliament, 


to whoſe Officers he had delivered his Prize at Chattam,. 
with all her-ſtores and tackle unimbeze'd, for which he 
rectived a publique owning from the Parliament,and was: 
with his Ship entertained in the publique ſervice; and ina 
ſhort tirhe was ihſtſtimentall in the bringing in many rich 
Prizes, which were diſpoſed for the ſervice of the Parl. 
The next yeare having with the Parl. Commillion put 
to Sea for his owne account, he was taken by three of the 
Frefch Kings Men of War and carryed into Bref#, where 
his Ship was ſold, and he himſelfe afrer many hardſhips 
and hazards eſcaped with lite to England, by which he 
was damitified in his eſtare,as is proved in the Admiralty, 
above 6000. 1. all which loſſes and hazards he ſuſtained. 
for no other cauſe but his conſtant adherence to, and ad- 
vancernent of the intereſt of Parl.from whom as a reward 
and encouragement he received a promiſe of reparation. 
Being diſabled in his eſtate as aforeſaid, he reſolved ne- 
vertheleſſe to engage againe according to his ability : In 
order to which, with the aſſiſtance of ſome friends , he 
butle a Frigor with 32. Oares, with which he re-rook the 
Scout Frigor formerly loſt, ſunk the Frigot called The 
Cavalier of Briſtol, that infeſted the Weſtern coalſt,cſpe- 


_ cally Weymouth , alſo a Frigot of S, Mallowes,which con- 


tinually ſupplyed the Kings party with Arms and Am- 
munition. | 
After which, and feverall-other ſervices done for the 
Pablique, fe rerarned 'ro London; where reſiding ſome 
ſhall ritne, -and finding the power of the enemy art Seca 
increafing, heagaineeaſt himſelfe upon Providence, and

with three Ships, Vi. the Mermaid, the Warſpite, and 
the Increaſe, fitted, victualled, and mann'd upon his own 
accomprt he ſet out to Sea; and being outward bound in 
Bolloign Roade, he tooke the Charles Frigot belonging 
to Sir Nicholas Criſpe , which had long infeſted the 
Coaſt of Kent, and done much miſchiefe rothe Parlia- 
ments friends ; which Frigot was alſo added to his Squa- 
dron, and a Commiſſion -obtained for her ,; ſoon after, 
ranging in the-Chanell he took the -Ptinces Dogger- 
Boat, a veſlell -of cight Gunns, laden wich proviſions 
for Pendenns fort, and a packquer directed to Sir Ni/cho- 
las Crifpe , which being tranſmitted to the State, he 
ſteered roward the Coaſt of Ireland, as well to; prevent 
ſupplyes conſigned to the Iriſh from other Nations, as to 
make his purchaſe upon them. Where arriving, on the 
South Weſt part of Munſter at Barnet Shilleck, he im- 
mediatly landed ſome men, and forcing the Iriſh to re- 
tire tothe mountains, he (eiz'd upon a Magazine of the 
enemics,confiſting of a good quantity of Powder, Match, 
Beere, Aqua vite,Salt Salmon,8cc. all which he carried 
on board without any loſle, notwithſtanding the oppoſi- 
tion of 120. Muskettiers lodg'd in an adjacent thicket, 
that endeavoured to prevent the ſame, the ſaid Ambyſ- 
cads being forced to retreat to a Village, from whence 
they were beatenalſo, and the Village Plundred, Burnt 
and deſtroyed, together with the Magazine thereunto 
belonging ; after which, .he retired to his Ship without 
the loſle of any one man, ſo great was the mercy of God 
in his preſervation.

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3000411. and the arrivall of the ſa long hoped and expe&- 
ed Army from England, under the command of thenow 
Lo: Generall Cromwef, to whomas ſoone as convenien- 
cie was afforded him , he madea tender of his ſervice, 
(ſome moneths before manifeſted by Letter tothe Lord 
Broghill) which was reccived vvith evident teſtimonies of 
good will, and his ſervices and affetion acknowledged, 
with promiſe of future favours ; but the Generall being 
by publique affaires withdrawn from that ſervice, ſome 
perſons to whom the management of affaires were [as to 
the ſecuring of Cape Cleere) committed, who ( as belce- 
ved) were parties to the former falſe repreſentation of his 
revolt ; although they were now convinged of their error, 
yet apprehending they had juſtly prejudiced him againſt 
them, inſtead of ſalving the breach , withheld the reliefe 
intended for the Iſland, ſo that he was not onely a third 
time ruined in his Eſtate, but alſo the ſaid Ifland and 
Garriſon endangered to be loſt to the Enemy , who took 
encouragement by his neceſkitated abſence to attempt the 
beficging thereof, as by the following particulars will be 
undenyably evident. ; 

Firſt, by ſome under-hand ſuggeſtions they endeayou- 
red to diſpoſſeſſe him of theCommand of the ſaid land, 
which being by the confident aſſertions of Sir Haerdres 
Waller, and a perfe& narrative of his ſervices & ſuffering, 
tendred to, and conſidered by the Lord Generall,cleared 
and removed, he had his Commiſſion figned and delive- 
red! with Order that direftion ſhould be given to Col: 
Fajer Governour of Corke, to ſettle an eſtabliſhment for 
the ſaid Caſtle and Iſland, but notwithſtanding all cn- 
deayours, that was for nigh three weeks obſtructed, in 
which tine Providence diſperſed the enemy by meanes 
of a diſcontent that aroſe unong themſelves. ig

Atlength with much wer — rung he obtained two 
files of Muskettiers, andan Officer, asa Recruic on the 
States pay, which were continued only one month inthe 
Garriſon, and then ſent for away, unleſſe Capt: Wil 
ams would maintaine them at his owne charge; neither 
were they content with this, bur by ſome underhand

thereof, if any ſuch letter were ſent by the Lo: Deputy;it 
was occaſioned by ſome letter firſt writto him, defiring 
his direion therein, otherwiſe he would never have re- 


rurned in anfwer; amongſt ſeverall other things, thar 


untefſerhey could prove Capt:Wiliams a Delinquent, (ic 
was but reafon he ſhoyld keep.the Hland, paying a Rent, 
8c. whereupon he ſeeing the deſtgne of his enemies was 
to take all poflible occations to 'ejet him, he ſaw rea- 
ſon and neceſſiry'to countermine them, to which end he 
ſubmitted to a Rent, without Capitulation, whereupon 
zol.per ay. was impoſed, and heenjoyned ar his charge, 
ro kceepe Guard in the Caftle, which:contraR being ra- 
tified, he returned tothe Ifland. 

But the enemy perceiving how he was flighted, and 
that he was no way likely to receive any- affiſtance or re- 
hefe from the/adjacent'Garriſons, of which it is ſuppoſed 


they had intimarion before hand, (as! by the dequell if 7 


compared will appear probable) immediatly. united as 
one man, contributing'out of every family, upon anex-

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Coloncth for that: defigne,, who: with the alliance of 
Ofolivan Reare, who furnifhed Armes, Boats, Ordnance, 
and the like, and fifry of the moft bloody Rogues in 
thar part of the Countrey, having levyed their forces, 
they ſerled at Crooke Haven, ſome four Leagues from 
Cape Cleere, there expeRing an opportunity» of tranſport 
and landing : for prevention whereof, Captain Williams 
deſigned his brother Captain Fohy, to goe to Sca with a 
Boat man'd with-ten Musketriers, to ſee if he could fall 
into their quarters, and ſeize, burne or ſinke their Boats, 
provided tor their Tranſport, which failing, upon his re- 


- rurne he.was purſued with three of the encmics Boats, 


with whom he was forced to engage,and with whom he 
continued a deſperate fight, many of the enemies being 
ſlaine, and their Boats forced- to retire; after which, 
Captaine Fob» Williams being by Gods providence pre- 
ſerved, with all his men, who received ſeverall wounds, 
but none mortall, returned ſafe to the Iſlands ' _ 

Soon after he received information that the enemy had 
appointed a Rendevouze ata place on the maine, wo 
Leagues from the Uland, whereupon he a ſecond time 
ſent out his Brother Captaine Fohbn Williams, with a 
ſmall Skiffe manned, to the end he might fall in among 
them, to ſpoile their Boats, but the weather proving tur» 
bulent, he took onely three, which by reaſon of the 
foulneſſe of the weather , being diſcnabled to bring 
them to Cape Cleere, he carryed-and ſccuredat/the next 
Engliſh Garriſon ; from whence he had foure Leagues. 


to Row to Cape Cleere in foule weather, againſt the wind 


in adarke foggy night ; but neceſlitics overcoming all 
difficulties, to Sea he put, and being with much hazard - 
gotalmoſt home, he tell among the enemies Boats, who. 
were viewing a place where wy intended to areronge 
WR 2 .and- 
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| C107 
Landing, but being diſcovered by the enemy, a Contro- 
verſic aroſe between them whether itwas an Engliſh Boar, 


or one of their owns. Company ; during which diſpute: 


he made a ſhift to get a ſmall Rock berweene him: and 
them, by which meanes heeſcaped, and got himſelf and 
moſt of his men ſafe on ſhore, and'to the Caſtle. 

 Buthaving no conſiderable ſtrength,could no way fur- 
ther impede their deſigne,, or prevent their landing , bur 
was conſtrained toendurea ftege by 6co. men, whoim- 


mediatly made their approaches within Piſtoll ſhot of 


the Caſtle, where they raiſed a Battery, planted their 
Ordnance, and ſent a ſummons to ſurrender the Caſtle 


npon good terines, but he denying to treat or ſurrender, 


they fell to battering the Caſtle, and ſpending ſmall ſhot 
n all places where they thought to annoy him., al- 


though to ſmall purpoſe, whereupon in a:-dark night they 


attempted a ſtorme, but were-repulſed, with- the lofſe of 
19. of their tonteſt men , which were left dead under the 
walls, without any loſſe received by him in the ſaidCaRtle. 

The enemy ſeeing noprobability of obtaining the Ca- 
ſle, onely continued their ſiege five or ſix dayes, till they 


had'carryed'away all his cattle,and ſtock in the Ifland,to: 
the value of 800, 1.as it was by Oath proved by order of- 


the Commiſſioners of the: Revenue. After which they 
marched away, and'returned totheir ſeverall homes, and 
were received into quarter upon promiſe to pay contribu- 
tion; his lofles and ſufferings being not deemed confider- 
able to be put in the ballance, that he ſhould merit repaire 

from that enemy. 
For recurne of which favour, within a ſhort time after 
that very enemy fell into Rebellion againe, and commir- 
ted'many outrages. Whereupon the Lo:Broghiifell into 
their quarters, to whom the Commiſſioners. of the Reve- 
| nue 
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nue writ a/Letter;defiring him out of whatprey he might 
or ſhould rake, to repaire Capt:Wil;ems, but although he 
took all their Cattle, Cape: Will:;ams could reap no bene- 
fir thereby,inreſpeRa precedent Order was pretended to 
be made by the Commiſſioners , whereby it was direted 
that all prey ſhould be ſold , and two thirds of the pro- 
venue paid-into the Treaſury , and the other to the party: 
engaged in the ation, In this manner, contrary to all for- 
mer preſidents, (it being uſuall ro repaire the Engliſh'up- 
on the Baronies that prejudiced them) he was lcft without: 
poſſibility 'of relicfe-for his -dammage ſuſtained by that ' 
Enemy. | 
And therefore the premiſſes being duly weighed, and a 
ſerious confideration had- both of his ſervices and ſuffe- 
rings, it is very'much hoped, Thac both your Excellency, 
and all perſons of worth and anthoriry-, will' be pleaſed 
ro- caſt a favourable eye and reſpe& towards him , and 
ſpeedily and effeftually provide for his full reparation, 
and juſt (atisfaRion of wharſoever ſhall be made appeare 
to have been disburſed by him; or wherein ſoever he hath: 
been damnified in-ſervice of the-publick. To give light: 
wherein, be pleaſed to examine the following account.

- But the forementioned lofſes and accidents ariſing 


thereupon, did reduce him to great neceflity, his charge 
being certain and great, his debts contracted: upon him 


for ſupport of the Garriſon, and other his relations nu-. 
merous, and no viſible pofibility left him of repaying 


the one, or ſupplying the other, 


W hereupon ſeeing his endevours at Land, ſuted not 


to his deſires, he reſolved as his laſt refuge to try his own 
properclement, the Sea; towhich purpoſe he built him 
a ſmall Frigot, which being man'd and fitted, he accor- 
dingly ſet Sayle, and had ſuddainly an opportunity of 
relieving two New-found Land ſhips,the.one of Poole the 
other of Weymonth, the ſame being taken by the Frexch, 
both which were reſtored to their proper owners. To 
conclude, after ſeyerall skirmiſhes, loſſes, hardſhips and 
hazards, God was plcalcd as a'returne of his prayers, 'and' 
reward of his induſtry and patience, to give him an op- 
portunity to take upon the French, whereby he hath been 
enabled to pay a conſiderable part of his debts,and main- 
raine [iis relations:during rhe time of . his Petitioning; the 
Parliament to rake his Caſe, Sufferings, Expences and 
Services into-confideration ; tothe end the ſaid Iſland of 
Cape Cleere, never worth. times of (peace above 100.1. 
per an; having been-by himreduc'd ſo many yeers fince, 
and maintained at his charge, might in conſideration -

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his aid Services and Arrearcs be ſerled upon- him and: his

Heires, he engaging to plant it with Engliſh,who ſhall pre” 
ſerve the ſame withour any charge —_ State, and tore-.

which favour, if he had or could obraine, (although his 
Arteares due for the keeping thereof, would according 
to the uſuall yaluation have purchaſed a much better e-' 
Rate) it would create an exceeding obligation in point of 
gratitude upon him,and futurely devote him, his abilities, 
life and eſtate, faithfully co be imployed and improved - 


for advancement of the publick intereſt.
